DECLARE FOR WAR AT DEERING. 


Strikers Reject Terms Offered by Com- 
pany, Though Federation Officials 

te Favor Accepting Them. 

Peace overtures from the officials of the 
Deering Harvester company were refused 
by the 6,000 striking employés yesterday 
afternoon and the fight is to continue. The 
action of the workers was unexpected, as the 

_ terms offered them were satisfactory to the 
officials of the Chicago Federation of Labor. 

When the employés first struck they de- 
manded the right to organize. Once on the 
street they clamored for an agreement 
Against discrimination. Later they framed 
up an ultimatum demanding a 20 per cent 
Wage increase and a nine hour day. These 

gemands were presented to the company by 
Federation President Schardt. 

The employés met yesterday afternoon to 
consider the formal reply of the company. 
at Offered the men the right to organize and 
agreed that there should be no discrimina- 
tion. It proposed that the questions of 
wages and hours be adjusted by a joint com- 
mittee from the Chicago Federation of La- 
bor, the Building Material Trades council, 
and the firm. Pending the decision it asked 
the men to return to work. 


Say Proposition Is Fair. 

The proposition was deemed fair by Presi- 
Gent Schardt and J. J. Keppler of the ma- 
chinists, who have been advisers of the 
strikers. But many of the strikers were not 
Satisfied. They declared that the company 
was hiring nonunion men and giving them a 
20 per cent increase over the present rate of 
Wages. They asserted that it was prepared 
to open its plant, and that if it got the strikers 
back to work’ it would begin to discharge 
them and thus break theunion. 

These arguments won the day, and by a vote 

of 638 to 153 it was decided to remain out unti! 
the company is willing to concede all the wage 
and hour demands in full. The vote was a 
surprise to the federation officials, who were 
confident that it would be favorable to the 
terms, which are better than any granted to 
the employés of other big corporations. 
Many Try to Return to Work. 
‘The employés were notified last week to re- 
turn to w and many of them did so yes- 

‘terday morning, but union pickets were at 
each entrance and stopped all who appeared. 
Some were turned back, but a few succeeded 
in getting inside the works. These remained 

‘there all day, and will be given food and 

\jodging. The force of policemen on guard 
was doubled so as to protect those applying 

for work. 


LAUNDRY OWNERS PLAN A FH 


Peace Negotiations Fail and Employers 
Declare They Will Open Their 
Plants This Week. 


All peace negotiations between the laundry 
owners and their striking employés were de- 
clared off yesterday afternoon, and the pro- 
prietors stated that they would open their 

‘plants for business before the close of the 
week—probably on Friday. 

The strike leaders were informally notified 
of this plan in the afternoon, and declared 

that the employés of each laundry will pre- 

vont the resumption of business there. With 

this assertion came a threat that there will 
be trouble if the game is tried.”’

GREAT NORTHERN 
MEN STILL FIRM. 
Return to Original Claims Re- 


garding Double Headers, 
but Nothing Decided. 


M. & O. STRIKE SPREADS. 


Crews of Passenger Trains Join 
with Those Now Out and 
Tieup Is General. 


St. Paul, Minn., May 11.— The situation on 
the Great Northern with reference to a strike 
is tonight regarded as extremely critical. 

An ultimatum has been sent by the general 
committee declining the concessions offered 
by General Manager Ward at the conference 
held between himself and the committeemen 
today, and insisting on their original de- 
mands with regard to “ double headers.” 
Mr. Ward expressed himself as still hopeful 
that a strike will yet be averted. 

The vote of the men, which was not an- 
nounced until late today, showed 1,199 votes 
in favor of the committee’s demands, while 
only fifteen votes were cast in favor of the 
company’s proposition. Of the fifteen votes 
for the company fourteen were cast by con- 
ductors and one by atrainman. The eastern, 
or Minnesota division, upon which the double 
header is not an issue, voted solidly in favor 
of the committee. 


Men Hold to Original Demands. 

It is understood that the committeemen 
take the ground that a question of good 
faith is involved between the grand officers 
of their association and the management of 
other transcontinental lines that have signed 
agreements on the double header question, 
and that if the Great Northern is given more 
favorable terms than the other roads 
the latter will naturally feel that they have 
not been fairly treated. 

Apparently both sides are firm in the main- 


‘tenance of their respective contentions, and 


unless one or the other turns squarely about 
serious trouble is likely to follow. 


M. and O. Passenger Crews Quit. 

Jackson, Tenn., May 11.—[Special.]—The 
second strike on the Mobile and Ohio railroad 
was called this afternoon at 5 o’clock, when 
all the men in the passenger service quit 
work. The train that arrived here at 6 
o'clock this evening was met by several hun- 
dred people, many of them being strikers. A 
report was circulated that the strikers would 
not allow any nonunion men to take the train 
south. When it pulled out it was with Mr. 
Hawkins of St. Louis, an offlelal of the road, 
as conductor, and Traveling Passenger 
Agent Blair as baggagemaster. No attempt to 
stop the train was made. 


Asks Strikers to Return. 

General Manager C. S. Clarke issued no- 
tice today inviting all old men to come back 
by 7 o'clock Tuesday morning without pre u- 
dice. The strikers say that none will come. 
General Counsel E. L. Russell, in a state- 
ment to the public, claims thet good prog- 
ress has been made in supplying the places 
of the strikers. At this end of the line the 
success is not apparent. No freight has 
gone out today. 


All Tied Up at St. Louis. 

At St. Louis the strike situation is daily 
growing more serious. Three freight trains 
were moved out of East St. Louis yesterday. 
One of these was deserted by its crew sixty 
miles out of the city. Today only one train 
went out. This afternoon First Vice Grand 
Master W. C. Lee of the Railway Trainmen 
received word that the remaining six yard- 
men at East St. Louis had quit work. 

A sweeping injunction against the strikers 
was secured in Memphis today before Judge 
Hammond of the federal court here. 


Hanna May Yet Avert Strike. 

New York, May 11.—Ralph M. Easley, sec- 
retary of the Civic federation, announced 
that he had received a telegram that the 
Southern Pacific threatened strike had been 
postponed fifteen days to give time for a set- 
tlement of the troubles. 

The boilermakers on the Southern Pacific 
road were to have gone on strike today out of 
sympathy with the Union Pacific machinists’ 
strike, which has been on for about six 
months. Senator Hanna, acting for the Civic 
federation, asked that this sympathetic 
strike be postponed pending efforts of the 
federation to bring about a settlement. The 
executive committee of the National Civic 
federation meets in this city on Wednesday, 
and the question of reaching a settlement in 
the Union Pacific matter will come up then. 


GRAVE SITUATION IN DENVER. 


Fifteen Thousand Men Reject Peace Pro- 
posals on Ground They Are Not 
in Good Faith. 


Denver, Colo., May 11.—Efforts to avert the 
threatened general strike have been fruitless, 
and it is expected strikes will be vegun to- 
morrow that will involve 15,000 men. At 
midnight the joint executive committee of 
organized labor rejected the proposition of 
the Citizens’ alliance, declaring their belief 
that it was not made in good faith, but was 
simply to gain time. 


Restaurant Workers Enjoined. 

Omaha, Neb., May 11.—On a petition of at- 
torneys representing several of the large res- 
taurant owners of the city three judges sit- 
ting in the District court this afternoon 
granted an injunction restraining the strik- 
ing restaurant workers from interfering with 
the business of the proprietors. The order 
— similar to that granted against the team- 
sters. 

The strike situation was further compli- 
cated this morning by the closing down of 
eighteen of the largest laundries in the city, 
and the locking out of 500 laundry work- 
ers upon the reception of a request from the 
Laundry Workers’ union that they do not 
attempt work for places declared unfair.“ 

A few of the strike breakers brought in by 
the delivery companies were put to work this 
morning. 

Fifty of the emergency deputy sheriffs ap- 
pointed by Sheriff Power last week to assist 
in preserving order, and who were union 
strikers, were dismissed today and nonunion 
men sworn in to take their places. The 
changes were made at the request of Chief of 
Police Donahie. 


Longshoremen Accept Terms. 
Montreal, May 11.—The striking longshore- 
men at a meeting today decided to accept the 
terms of agreement reached by representa- 
tives of both sides. By these terms the in- 
dependent labor bureau is abolished and the 
men will receive an increase of about 20 per 
cent in wages, which will be 25 cents per 
hour in the day and 30 cents per hour at night 
with 50 cents per hour for Sunday work.

FAILS IN QUEST MISSING 


YOUTH’S MOTHER KILLED BY WOR- 
RY WHEN HE DISAPPEARS. 


Deloss Walker Comes to Chicage to 
Make a Home for the Girl Whe 
Promised te Be His Wife—Misfor- 
tune Follows Misfortane Till He 
Loses Heart, Writes Her That He Is 
a Failure, and Drops from Sight— 
Police Appealed To. 


Deioss Walker, discouraged by his struggles 
to gain a livelihood in Chicago, wrote on 
April 6 to the girl in Giltner, Neb., to whom 
he was engaged, and the next day left the 
house where he had been living. Since then 
no trace of him has been found. Broken by 
the news of her son's disappearance, his 
mother died on April 16. Now his sisters have 
asked the Chicago police to search for the 
missing boy, who, they fear, has met with 
foul play or ended his own life. 

The story is that of a young coun boy 
striving to win fortune in a big city. loss 
Walker came to Chicago seven months ago 
from Giltner. Before he left a young girl in 
the Nebraska town promised to marry him 
when he had made a home for her in Chicago. 
The boy secured employment and found a 
boarding place at 471 Washington boule- 
vard. He worked hard, but lacked experi- 
ence and soon lost his place. Again he secured 
work, this time in a furniture store on the 
west side. The position did not pay well, and 
while Walker was searching for more re- 
munerative work he was told he was no 
longer needed. 


Forced to Leave Boarding House. 

In December the discouraged boy wrote to 
his sister, Mrs. Cora Neptune at Aurora, 
Neb. Then his letters become more cheerful 
and he wrote to his mother, who was visiting 
her daughter, Mrs. F. E. Smith, wife of the 
Rev. F. E. Smith at Vancouver, B. C., that 
he was doing well and that he had excel- 
lent prospects. More ill luck came, however, 
and Walker began to fall behind in his 
board bill and soon left his boarding place 
at 471 Washington boulevard, leaving behind 
most of his clothing and other possessions. 

Just before Christmas he received a letter 
from his baby nephew—a letter laboriously 
printed in big, awkard capital letters. The 
boy said: ‘‘ Dear Uncle: I want Santa Claus 
to bring me a big drum.“ Then Walker lost 
heart and told one of his companions that 
he had a notion to hold some one up and get 
money enough to send the baby that drum. 

In February Walker went to board with 
J. Engesett at 688 North Western avenue. 
Engesett noticed that the boy acted queerly. 
He paid his bill regularly, kept good hours, 
but seemed to be uneasy all the time. He 
told Engesett that he was working in a 
downtown store and that he had worked in 
the Northwestern railway offices and as a 
file clerk with the Western Ui.‘ on Telegraph 
company. 

Says He Is a Failure; Disappears. 

At length, April 3, Walker told Engesett 
that he was again out of work. April 6 he 
wrote the girl to whom he was engaged 
asking her to release him, as he was a fail- 
ure. The next day he disappeared. 

Engesett notified the relatives of the miss- 
ing boy. The mother wrote, praying for 
him to find her boy. She was at Vancouver, 
but she made plans to hurry back and search 
for her son. April 16, while talking of him, 
she dropped dead, and a few days later she 
was buried at Giltner, Neb. The family made 
every effort to notify the missing youth, but 
if he has ever heard of his mother’s death 
he has given no sign. | . 

Engesett then took up the task of finding 
the boy. He inquired at the downtown store 
and was told that no such person had ever 
worked there. He went to the Northwestern 
railway and was told that they never had 
a Deloss Walker on their pay roll. The 
Western Union made the same declaration. 
Engesett notified the police, but so far no 
clew has been found. 

The girl to whom the missing boy was en- 
gaged has written him a letter which is wait- 
ing at the Engesett house. She urges him to 
try again and tells him she will wait.

company is recorded as having a franchise, 
terminable at will, for a bridge over the alley 
between State street and Wabash avenue, at 
$5,000 a year; and John M. Pashley (Marshall 
Field) has a franchise for a bridge over the 
alley in the block bounded by State, Wash- 
ington, and Randolph streeta and Wabash 
avenue, at $5,000 a year. 

The lowest compensation is $5 a year, which 
the St. Paul railway company by ordinance 
is compelled to pay for a switch track priv- 
Hege at Bloomingdale road. Ald. Snow went 
back as far as 1868, and he considers his 
report complete. 


Full Value for Street Grants. 

In line with this movement was a measure 
for which Ald. Minwegen secured passage. 
It was a resolution providing that whenever 
the city vacated an alley or a street the full 
market value of the land should be paid by 
the corporation or citizen in whose favor the 
vacation ordinance was passed. 

Afterwards Ald. Cullerton said the passage 
of this resolution nullified the Snow investi- 


Fa tion, as it declared for the future guidance 


of the council that full value should be 
received for all special privilege grants. Ald. 
now retorted that his inquiry was designed 
to secure revenue from sources not now re- 
turning value to the city. 


To Investigate Car Accident. 


Ald. Foreman presented an order for the 
investigation by the committee on local trans- 
portation of the recent street car accident 
at Halsted and Madison streets. The order 
provides also that the committee shall take 
steps to make a repetition of such accidents 
impossible. 

The accident referred to was a collision 
between two crowded Halsted street cars. 
The one in the lead was so packed that four 
men stood on the bumpers behind the rear 
platform. This car stopped at Madison 
Street, and the second car, which was follow- 
ing closely, crashed into it, injuring the four 
men who were on the bumpers. 


Anti-Pass Resolution Defeated. 


Ald. Patterson was laughed out of court 
with his resolution to prohibit the aldermen 
from requesting railroad transportation. 
Several amendments were tacked on to the 
resolution. One was sent up by Ald. Novak. 

Resolved, further,“ it read, that the 
aldermen be instructed to return their meal 
tickets.“ 

If anything more were needed to kill the 
resolution, which was defeated, it was added 
when another amendment was offered urging 
the railroad managements to be kinder to 
Ald. Patterson, and allow him passes. 


Tube Ordinance Referred. 

A long petition signed by hundreds of the 
leading business firms of the city, was sub- 
mitted by Ald. Werno, urging the immediate 
passage of the ordinance giving a grant to 
the Chicago Pneumatic Tube company, which 
has the government contract for carrying 
of mails. This was referred to the judiciary 
committee along with a revised ordinance for 
the Batcheller Pneumatic Tube company. 

The revised Batcheller ordinance modifies 
the intentions of that company considerably. 
Instead of wanting an eight inch tube, it 
wants a twelve inch, and the reason for this 
is apparent when it asks consent to transmit 
merchandise as well as mail. The other or- 
dinance is solely for the carrying of mails.

GIRL OF 8 18 KIDNAPED. 


TAKEN FROM FOSTER PARENTS’ 
HOME; MOTHER SUSPECTED. 


Edna Greenwood Taken from Yard of 
House in Austin by a Woman Who 
Herries Her to a Carriage and Es- 
capes, Though Prompt Alarm Is 
Given—Dr. E. N. Greenwood Says He 
Will Appeal to Courts, Asserting 
That Child’s Parent Has Her. 


An 8 year old girl playing in the front yard 
of her home yesterday afternoon was caught 
up by a well dressed woman, thrust into a 
waiting carriage, and driven rapidly away. 
Though the police were soon at work on the 
case, no trace of the child or her abductor 
has been found. The missing girl is Edna 
Greenwood, the foster daughter of Dr. E. N. 
Greenwood, 5816 Ontario street, Austin. The 
physician says he thinks the child's mother 
took her away. 

A number of Edna’s schoolmates were re- 
turning home at the time of the kidnaping, 
and when they heard the child’s cries and saw 
her. hurried away by a strange woman in 


black they ran to Dr. Greenwood's residence 


and gave the alarm. Harry Greenwood start- 
ed in pursuit of the woman, but she had dis- 
appeared. 

Asks Her Way to School. 

The woman is believed to have visited the 
grocery store of A. Kjellen, 501 North Fifty- 
third avenue, at 4 o’clock and asked to be 
directed to the Laurel Avenue school. She 
Was accompanied by a boy about 15 years 
old, and after being told the way drove away 
in the direction of the building, but soon re- 
turned and left the boy in the store. Kjellen 
says his curiosity was aroused by the wom- 
an's actions, and he questioned the boy in an 
effort to find out who they were. 

The boy replied that he had been asked to 
drive the carriage for the woman, who lived. 
near Jackson boulevard and Green street, and 
then left the store. The woman soon re- 
turned and played with Kjellen’s child until 
the boy appeared once more and called to 
her. Then she hurried to the carriage, into 
which the boy had climbed, and they drove 
south in Fifty-third avenue until they 
reached Ontario street. 

There, according to the grocer, the carriage 
was stopped and the woman walked toward 
Dr. Greenwood's home. In a few minutes 
she returned with the child, reéntered the 


carriage, and drove off. 


Thinks Mother Seized the Child. 


Dr. Greenwood last evening refused to dis- 
close the name or address of the child’s 
mother. He said he had taken the girl when 
she was but an infant, and that he had been 
given possession of her by the courts. His 
son had reported the case to the police, but 
he said he would not urge any action on their 
part. He said he would go before Judge 
Tuthill and endeavor to regain possession of 
the child. ay 

The girl is also known as Helen among 
her playmates, but none of them was able to 
Say what her name was before she was 
taken into the family of Dr. Greenwood. The 
physician says that he feels sure that the 
girl's mother took her, and that she will be 
returned to him soon. 


IMPORTANT CHANGES AT YALE. 


Freshmen Year Is Now Elective—Greek 
Not Required at Entrance After 
June, 1904. 


New Haven, Conn., May 11.—[ Special. 1 
Tale today made the most important change 
in ita college curriculum in half a century. 
The corporation abolished the last of re- 
quired work for undergraduates by making 
the freshman year elective. Hereafter, 
freshmen will be allowed eight courses, from 
which they will be allowed to select any 
five. This gives them a chance to drop 
Greek, Latin, and mathematics if they wish. 

Another important change was, beginning 
with June, 1904, Greek will no longer be re- 
quired as an entrance subject on the Yale 
examination papers. Students may offer ad- 
vanced mathematics or a course in modern 
languages instead. This may lead to less 
study of Greek in the preparatory schools 
of the country hereafter and a genera! shak- 
ing up of the curriculum in the smaller 
American colleges.

Michael Sheridan, as executrix and trustee 
of Sheridan's estate, have offered for sale at 
public auction the expensive and extensive 
Flemish tapestries presented to Gen. Sheri- 
dan twenty years ago by John W. Mackay,

The tapestries are from the Pitti galleries 
at Florence, and since they became the prop- 
erty of the Sheridans they have hung on the 
walls of the National museum. Now they are 
to be converted into cash if a purchaser can 
be found when they are put up at auction at 
Sloan’s on Wednesday. 

The four pieces are thought by their owners 
to be worth something like $50,000.

The fact is, that 
factional antagonisms have been responsible 
for most of the friction over the old plat- 
form and with the approach of the presi- 
dential campaign there is a disposition on 
both sides to get together.“ 


ASSIGNS WITH LARGE ASSETS. 


Property Worth $750;000 Turned Over 
to Creditors Whose Claims Aggre- 
gate One-Third That Sum. 


Providence, R. I., May 11.—Robert B. Treat 
of Warwick, cotton manufacturer and head 
of two coal companies, each capitalized at 
$1,000,000, with headquarters in this city, 
made an assignment this afternooon for the 
benefit of his creditors. John B. Allen is 
assignee, and the liabilities are estimated at 
$250,000, with assets in three times that sum. 
The poor condition of the cotton cloth mar- 
ket and a desire to avoid the sacrifice of 
valuable property are given as reasons for 
the assignment. 


FOUR NEGROES SLAIN IN RIOT. 


Blacks Attack White Citizens Because 
One of Their Roce Had Been 
Beaten by Clerk. 


New Orleans, La., May 11.—There was a 
race riot in Saint Tammany parish, about 
fifty miles from this city, Saturday night. A 
negro was beaten with an ax handle by a 
white grocery clerk. The negroes armed and 
a pitched battle with white citizens fellowed, 
in which four negroes, one of whom was the 
Aggressor, were killed. Peace was then re- 
stored. The affair took place in the logging 
camps out of the line of communication.

COTTON PRICES. 


Startling Fluctuations in Quo- 


tations Mark the Day in 
Chief Exchanges. 


‘HIGHEST IN TWO YEARS. 


Shorts Nearly All Are Driven In 
by Rise; Combine of Lead - 
ers Now Rumored. 


New York, May 11.—[Special.]—The cotton 
exchange was full of excitement today, with 
prices fluctuating violently and covering 
changes of $1 a bale here and $1.50 to §2 in 
New Orleans. 

The advance in price started promptly on 
the opening, and quotations went up by leaps 
and bounds, on heavy trading, 21 to 80 points, 
owing to the rise at New Orleans of about 
20 to 40 points and the advance at Liverpool 
of 14 to 24 American points. 

Today's quotations for cotton futures are 
record figures, and even spot cotton of this 
season's crop made a new high mark, being 
held here at about 11.15 cents a pound. This 
figure is the highest since January, 1901. 
when that option and spot cotton were forced 
up by a squeeze of the shorts to 12 cents. 
The previous record was in January, 1890, 
when it sold at 12% cents. 

The brokers were looking for today’s ad- 
vance, because the bull clique in New Orleans 
on Saturday, after closing, bid up July fu- 
tures, and Liverpool cables reported excite- 
ment there over an advance of about $1 a 
bale both on spot and future cotton. 


Most of the Shorts Driven In. 


The shorts in the May option here were 
practically all driven in last week except 
spot dealers, who intend to make good their 
deliveries. That option will soon expire. 
The stock of cotton here of contract grade, 
which was only 32,000 bales a month ago, 
has gradually been increased to about 80,000 
bales through the rdcent steady advance in 
prices attracting cotton here. 

Almost every broker was loaded with buy-. 
ing orders when the market opened and 
there was a great roar when trading be- 
gan. May sold as high as 11.20 in the after- 
nooon. July, which closed at 10.29, started 
at 10.40 bid, and was bid up to 10.50 before 
there were any sales. The transactions 
were on an enormous sale, ranging from 
that price down to 10.45 to 10.49, and then 
there was a break to 10.41. 

The August option, which closed at 9.97, 
started at 10.20 and 10.21, and was as heavily 
traded in as July, while the September option 
of next year’s crop, which has only just been 
planted and which closed at 9.28. opened 
14 points higher, at 9.42, and sold up to 
9.44 and then broke 10 points and afterwards 
rallied to 9.40. These three months, July, 
August, and September, were those which 
were most heavily dealt in. 

Leaders Believed in Harmony. 

Leading cotton houses here regard the sit- 
uation as precarious and will not accept or- 
ders in near futures at the usual margins. 
There is a belief that A. P. Brown, the bull 
leader in New Orleans, and Daniel Sully are 
working together to put July cotton so high 
at New Orleans as to prevent a further ac- 
cumulation of stocks in this market, enabling 
them to extend their deal to July cotton.

SENDS AN ANSWER TO HAMLINE. 


Edwin Burritt Smith Sends to Gov. 
Yates an Argument on the 
Mueller Bill. 


An answer to the protest of John H. Ham- 
line against the Mueller bill has been sent 
to Gov. Yates by Edwin Burritt Smith. Mr. 
Smith says the Hamline objections are based 
on “ strained construction of the bill and 
wild predictions of its operation.“ He says 
further that the only reason this notice 
of them is taken is because Hamline “ alone, 
of the few Chicago opponents of this legisia- 
tion has sometimes, when not involved in 
party and factional strife, acted with disin- 
‘terested citizens in the promotion of public 
measures.“ 

Mr. Smith, as special counsel for the city, 
quotes Mr. Hamline's contention that no 
legislation 14 „because the city 
authorities ve plenary powers under ex- 
isting laws to name the terms which all 
comers must accept in order to engage in the 
car business in Chicago."’ He then says that 
if this is true, although he is afraid no sound 
lawyer will agree with Mr. Hamline, then 
the latter should not object to the Mueller 
bill as dangerous, because it would be a lim- 
itation on, not an addition to, these *‘ plenary 
powers already held by the city. “ The 
question,“ said he, is whether the will of 
the people or the fears of John H. Hamline 
shall control.“ 

Mr. Hamline’s objection to the Rinaker 
amendment, which forbids the city, in ac- 
quiring street railway property, to pay any- 
thing for franchise values, is styled puerile 
in that it is intended to stop the thing Mr. 
Hamline -pretends to fear will happen, the 
payment of some $100,000,000 or so for the 
ninety-nine year franchises. 

The opinion of Attorney General Hamlin 
is quoted in response to Mr. Hamline’s fears 
that somewhere in the bill there is provision 
for longer franchises than twenty years, and 
then Mr. Smith says:? 

“In that the bill provides for the right of 
municipal ownership, if and when the people 
shall desire it, and in that in the meantime 
it confers powers of municipal control of 
street railway corporations, it is a develop- 
ment of the public policy of the state.

Friday and that the stockholders would get 
their money. |

Stirs Up John Lambert. 

Before this action was taken J H. 
Raymond, saying he represented 1,400 shares 
of stock, gave notice he would move a resolu- 
tion instructing the committee to bring suits 
to break the lease of the West Chicago Street 
railway company to the Union Traction com- 
pany, and proceed to operate its own prop- 
erty for its own account. 

This brought Col. John Lambert to his feet 
at once with a most vigorous protest. 

This is too big a matter,“ said he, for 
us to go rushing blindfolded into any scheme 
like this. As conditions are now, the Union 
Traction company is just as necessary to the 
West Chicago Street railway company: as 
the west side company is to the Union Trac- 
tion company. 

IJ own 2,400 shares of West Chicago stock, 
but if any such program as this is going to 
prevail, I want to get out now. I think, how- 
ever, with con ative action, that stock will 
leave its present quc‘ations in the 60s and 
go above par once more.” 

“ The purpose of this committee is to stop 
any such radical action,“ added Mr. Brew- 
ster. It ought to be called a preventive 
committee, as it is to be formed to stop any 
such nonsense.” 
Mr. Raymond then announced he would 
withdraw the resolution. 


All He Wants Is Dividends. 

After Mr. Beale had made his statement 
announcing that the regular dividends 
probably would be paid on time, one stock- 
holder wanted to know whether it would not. 
be better business policy to let the dividends 
go by, rather than pay them with borrowed 
money. 

We are not going to borrow the money,” 
interrupted Mr. Brewster. “ It is the Union 
Traction company. For my part, as long 
as they pay me what is due in the way of 
dividends, I don't care where the money 
comes from. What some people need just 
now is ice on their head. The value of our 
property is bound to return to its normal 
figures if we only act in a conservative and 
sensible manner.

President Roach Returns. 

President John M. Roach of the Union Trac- 
tion company returned from New York yes- 
terday and, speaking of the rumor he had 
joined hands with Yerkes in an endeavor of 
the latter once more to reénter the Chicago 
traction field, said: 

“The story is ridiculous. I went to New 
York’ by appointment with Mr. Auerbach. 
He asked me to go home to dinner with him, 
and I consented with the proviso that I want- 
ed to see Mr. Yerkes for a few moments on 
a private matter. We went to Mr. Yerkes’ 
house, where I had a fifteen minutes“ talk 
with him om strictly private business, Mr. 
nwe 
went to Mr. Auerbach’s house, had dinner, 
and I took the train for Chicago. That's all 
there is to that yarn.” 


Gurley Denies Some Rumors. 
Asked as to the other rumors that Mr. 
Yerkes wae coming to Chicago to take a 
hand in traction matters, W. W. Gurley, gen- 
eral counsel for the Union Traction com- 


pany, said: 

“There is nothing to the story at all. As 
far as my information goes, Mr. Yerkes will 
not come here.

„As for the story that we are holding the 
Consolidated Traction company over the 
heads of the underlying companies as a club, 
that is as bad ae the others.

IN CHARGE AS 


Complaint of Albert H. Loeck, Repre- 
senting 100 Contract Holders, Says 
the Assets Are Reduced and the 
Books in a Tangle—Attorney of the 
Company Explains the System, Say- 
ing Similar Company in Kentacky 
Has $1,000,000 Assets. 


John C. McCord has been appointed re- 
ceiver of the Mutual Benefit union, and has 
removed the offices of the business to suite 
400-3 Adams Express building, 185 Dearborn 
street.“ 

This unsigned announcement, posted on 
the door of the office, 1206 Tacoma building; 
indicates that at the office of Mr. McCord 
there is a sealed wooden box: and in it 18 
all that remains df the Mutual Benefit union. 
By order of Judge Hanecy, upon a bill of 
complaint filed by Albert H. Loeck, a clerk 
living at 168 West Twenty-first street, who 
represents over 100 contract holders, the 
business was put in charge of Mr. McCord. . 


Charges Against the Company. 

The petition of Mr. Loeck represents that 
„ the expenses of the corporation have been 
greater than could be sustained out of the 
portion of income set aside for that purpose; 
that part of the funds have been invested in 
gecurities which cannot be converted into 
money; that numerous contracts have ma- 
tured and are wholly unpaid; that the entire 
assets are of little value; that for the last 
seven months the expenses have amounted 
to more than 50 per cent of the receipts; that 
the books have been badly kept.“ 

C. A. Winston, attorney for the society 
explained the mutual profit sharing con- 
tracts. 

The plan,“ he said, is to pay each month 
into the treasury $1.25 on every $100 con- 
tract. This is kept up for fifty months, 
and then the holder gets a certificate which 
entitles him to $100—to be paid when the 
profits mature. Of the 1.28 25 cents is set 
asidé for expenses and the dollar is invested. 
If the contract holder dies his estate receives 
the amount paid in. The first society of this 
kind I myself organized in Lexington, Ky., in 
1894. Now it is under state supervision with 
assets of $1,000,000.” 

Mr. Winston said he could not give the 
names of stockholders of the Mutual Benefit 
Union of Chicago. The only officers he could 
name were George B. Adama, president; and 
Charles H. Hamilton, secretary. 

F. M. Williams, attorney for Mr. Loeck, 
stated that not one of the contracts which 
had matured was paid by the concern. 

At Fort Wayne alone,” he continued, 
“fifty persons hold matured contracts. Not 
one has been able to realize anything. At 
Milwaukee there are many more. Most of 
the contract holders live outside of Chicago. 
It was because the mails were used that 
United States authorities a month ago put 
a damper upon outside business of the firm.” 


Details of the Plan. 

According to the advertised tables, by a 
payment of $1.25 monthly, or $15 annually, 
or $62.50 in fifty months, $100 would accrue 
to the contract holder. Similarly, by a 
payment of $26 monthly a net result of 
$2,000 would be obtained in fifty months. 
Those who believe in the scheme say it is 
legitimate. The number of persons who 
drop out after paying for a time, they main- 
tain, makes it possible for the concern to 
keep its agreement with those who remain, 
thus insuring stability.

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‘TRIUMPH OF LIFE. 


A Strong Novel by William Farquhar 
Payson. 

“The Triumph of Life,” by William Far- 
auhar Payson, is the story of a young 
man’s struggle» between good and evil. 
“The heart of genius is the half- 
way house between hell and heaven,” 
says the author. It remains to be 
seen which road this ambitious, youthful 
creature, Enoch Lloyd, will choose. At first 
it is without thought that he takes the better 
road and writes a book filled with the uplift- 
ing ideals of a Galahad, so naturally do pure 
thoughts and high ambitions govern his 
mind. But the book is seemingly a failurs, 
and Enoch, hurt by his first disappointment 
and too young to realize that one failure does 
not determine a man’s capacity for good 
work, begins writing, under an alias, for the 
publishing house of “ yellow journalism.” 
He takes a fierce joy in coining money from 
the public and offering them poisonous stuff 
in return. But one day, discovering that his 
first book has suddenly become popular, he 
wakes up to the samefulness of this harmful! 

terature. He tries to draw back, but finds 

t such an action would mean betrayal 
of his double identity. 

He is under contract to two publishers—one 
the editor of his first work, the other the 
éditor of the trash he has been producing. 
It is necessary, therefore, to work on both 
books at the same time. To his horror he 
discovers that the “yellow” stuff comes 
more easily to his pen than the other, which 
reads strained and untrue. Mr. Hyde has the 
ascendency over Dr. Jekyll. The dawning 
knowledge of this fact recalls him to his 
nobler nature. He makes an open confession 
of his double influence before a club of which 
he has just had the honor to become a mem- 
ber. Lloyd is now free to begin again in the 
eyes of the world, a stronger man for having 
known both good and evil, and having been 
able to determine between them. ? 

This good and evil in Enoch’s life are both 
typified in the characters and influences of 
two women. The good in Marion Lee, the 
clear eyed, pure hearted daughter of Lloyd’s 
publisher and good friend—the evil In Celeste 
Moreau, the queen of bohemia, the spiteful, 
dark eyed petite of a pastry shop keeper. 

As Roquefort is to cream cheese, so this 
book is to the ordinary novel, even setting 
aside the unusual development of the plot, as 
the author’s style is enough to insure the 
success of the book. Mr. Payson does the 
reader the honor to dress his tale in its best 
—he gives it a merry face, a tragic face, a 
whimsical or sentimental face—anything but 
a face plain or unadorned. Some of the chap- 
ters are purely fantastical, worthy any one in 
a straight line from Theocritus to Maurice 
Hewlitt. At first, what with the spring and 
the youthfulmess of Marion and Enoch, the 
story reads like an idyl set to the music of 
Pan’s own pipes. Later, when a deeper 
‘knowledge of the world comes to Enoch and 
he is no longer the happy boy he was, and 
when a deeper knowledge of men, and of 
Enoch in particular, has come to Marion, the 
style is more suitable to the story, which now 
moves to a more solemn music, as becomes 
the story of a Donatello who has learned to 
weep; a Maid Marian who has learned to 
suffer for love’s sake. (Harper & Bros., New 


York.) 


TIOBA AND OTHER TALES. K 
Some Mysterious Stories by Arthur 


Colton. 

A collection of eleven tales by Arthur Col- 
ton has just been published under the name 
of “ Tioba,” the tithe of the first story. 
Whether they are stories or not is, how 
ever, a debatable point—several of them, 
such as The Green Grasshopper,” “ The 
Spiral Stone,“ seeming to be more like im- 
pressionistic drawings than anything else. 

One story, “A Night’s Lodging,” gives 
the reader something of a start. He is re- 
minded forcibly of Stevenson's “ A Lodging 
for the Night.” Mr. Colton should have re- 
membered the widespread fame of this story 
and have varied the title of hisfown, for ap- 
pearance sake, at least. The two tales bear 
a strong resemblance in parts—there is the 
kindly old priest at his solitary supper, and 
there is the vagabond with anything but 
kindly intentions who interrupte the old 
man. So far the stories are paraliel, for the 
rest Mr. Colton’s story is original enough to 
make one regret his laxness in the first part. 

Barring the child story, “ The Green Grase- 
hopper —a fantastic little piece—the tales 
have an atmosphere about them suggestive 
of bitterness. They are stories of realism, 
of the New England farmer, the prodigal, 
the miser, the man of strength. and the phi- 
losopher, not forgetting the vagabond, of 
whom the author seems to have a store of 
knowledge. 

All of the contents of this little book have 
a mysterious air. This is given. by their 
flashlight introductions and disappearances. 
The people emerge from the darkness of an 
unknown past, are seen for a few moments 
as in a tableau, arrested at the crucial mo- 
ment of their lives probably, and are has- 
tened out into oblivion again. (Henry Holt 
& Co., New York.)
